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REPORT for the YEAR APRIL tftW TO WARCH 1^-^ 

GENERAL. 

Tliough tlic war came to an end in May 1945, the Trustees o£ the 
Museum have not yet been in a position to reo|]en the main building in 
the public. The Red Cross Organisation continued to occupy the 
Museum premises dll the end of September 1946, as Government could 
not find elsewhere niitable accomra^arioti for them until then. When 
the Red Cross vacatnl tlic building, the work of restoring the premises 
could not be arranged for by Govermnem iiomcdiatelv. Consequently, 
this part of the Museum, as in the previous years, remained closed to 
vbit'jrs during the year under report. It is, however, expected that 
Governraent will expedite matters and restore the premises early next 
year. 

The extension of the Musciun, which continued to serve the public 
as in the past, was, on the average, vUIted by 2220 persons per day, on 
free .ndmission days, as against the attendance of 2,700 for the previous 
year and JJOO recorded for 1944*45. The fall in attcn<bnec is anribu- 
table chiefly to the limited exhibition offered to the public consequent on 
the main building remaining closed, and to the disturbed conditions 
prevailing in the city, which, at various times necessitated the dosing 
of the Museum to visitors earlier than ihc scheduled hour. It may be 
meniionctl that among the distinguished visitors, were some members 
of the foreign scientists' delegation to the Indian Science Congress, who 
were much impressed with what exhibits they saw in the Museum- 

Time for a momentous event in the history of the Museum has 
arrived. The Museum was opened to the public in January 1922, since 
when it has fiinetiuned and progressed as an educational institution for 
25 years, laying claim to the celebration of its Silver Jubilee. The Trustees 
took early steps to arrange for the edehration on the due date, the 10th 
of January 1947, but the delay in rehabilitating the premises, referred to 
above, has, unfortunately^ caused the posipoiiemcni of ibb event. The 
Trustees, however, hope to perform this ceremonv before the end of 
1947, 

All exhibits, which were evacuated for safety during the war, have 
now been brought back to the Museum from their various hideouts, 
^cepting three sculptures, which, most unfortunately, suffered damaged 
III rctransporting* the rest have arrived in gocMl condjiion. These exhibits 
will be rearranged in the galleries as soon as conditions permit. 

A valuable collection of rocks, minerals and fossils from the Island 
of Bombay, which was presented to tlic Museum in 1921, by the collector, 
Mr. Jayme Ribciro, has been, at the request of the Principal of the 
Fergusson College, Poona, given on loan to the College by the Trustees,

accepted by the Trustees in the hope of utilising it as the nucleus of a 
geological see titan in the Muse uni when it was possible to form such a 
section* but owing to the exigencies of space, this obicct could not be 
achieved and the collcctiDn remained in storage. As, meantime, the 
{)Pi>ortunity of putting the collection to a belter use occurred, as men - 
tioned above, the Trustees have temporarily transferred the collection to 
the College. 


Jt was mentioned in the previous Report that Government had 
insuicd the entire building and all its contents against the increased risk 
of fire, emailed by the storage of the Red Cross material. Now that this 
insurance had been effected, it was considered very desirable that it 
should be continued even after the RctI Cross had vacated the premises. 
The Trustees, have, therefore, requested Government to do so, at no cost 
to the Museum, and it is hoped that Government would make a favour^ 
able lesponsc. 


The Trustees are, on principle, averse to liermiiting my of tlicir 
valuable exhibits to go our of the Museum on loan for Exhibitions, owing 
to the risk involved in transit, etc. Still, on special ctccasions, they have, 
in a spirit of co-operation to the extent possible, lent some suitable sp^i- 
mens for siicb purposes. Two such recent instances are the Exhibition 
held at New Delhi in Februarr W7, in connection with the Inier-Asian 
Relations Conference, and the Exhibtttion of 
Academy, London, to be held during the winter of 1947-48. 

Again, as in the previous year, owing to the unsettM condition of 
the Museum, no major work was undertaken during the year under 
report. The permanent collections have, however, been added to, v/httt 

possible. 

The usual activities of the Museum were conlinuetl in publishing 
aniclcs on museum subjects and giving radio-talks and lectures by the 
staff, and in guiding members of the staff of other Museums in Icamng 
museum methods and technique. The services of Dr. Moti Chandra, 
Curator of ihc Aft Scciion, were, at their request, lent to the Govern- 
tnem of the United Provinces, for preparing a scheme for the reorgani¬ 
sation of the museums of tliosc Provinces. He helped the Museum Re¬ 
organising Committee there in formulating a scheme for the improve¬ 
ment of existing museums and in starting new ones in the Province. 
Co-ojicration with scholars and the general public was maintained.

The Asian Rebtions Conference whtch was held in Delhi in the lost virok of 
March 1947 and in which various Asiatic Qjonihcs sent their rcpresentativia for 
the exchange of ideas was an DutACanding event of 1947. In this coJiiKCtioa the 
CentmJ Cdjnmiitee o£ the Asian Relations Cofifcrcnce in cooperatioii with the 
Aichaeolagical Department of the CkiveriimeaE of India organised on eithibitioii 
in which practically all the panicipating counmci sent thdr exhibit. The Art 
Section sent two eKbibtisK viz.. White Taia (No., 22,2901) and Ujthnishavijaya 
(Nol 222901) to illiutratn the art of Nepal. 

Cleaniug fii Preservation^ - Unfortunately due to the cifcumstances beyond our 
contJoL the exhibits ahnady stored could not be exhibited in the showcases. The 
Muitum staff, rherefarep had to be ever vigilant in cleaning and piesening the 
exbiui ts stored in boxes and show cases. 

The Jimoury seetion required eomtanr supervision in order to prevent rusting. 
The oriTu W'Cre cleaned from time to time and greased for ptotection against msr- 

Old textile piecet required careful handling. TTiey wei^ carefully airedi deoned, 
dliinfected and thert stored. 

The large paintings from Sir Akbar Hydari Collection required careful atten¬ 
tion. They were re backed with cloth. A few* worn out pictures were supplied 
with frames and every precaution was taken m pmTnr discjolDuzartioD due to tbe 
iidvctsc weather condition. 

The Indian fnlniaturci were also cleaned fram time ta time. 

Some of the mannscripcs were attacked by mildew which vm removed and 
the books thnroughly clciqcd and treated in the fumigation chamber. This has 
stopped further detcriorarion. 

Huiopcan nit paintings aisc requirEui caicfid attention. Se^'eraJ of them re¬ 
quired backing by fresh canvas pieces to prevenr dust cnicring from the back. 

The Woicm pictures that were taken to Lucknow wxte without frames^ Since 
lliey J^ve now rctiujicd they ore being le-froniDd and in several cases new be^idings 
supplied. 
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Educado&il Service.—UnfortunjiDely only a few gajkfici were open id ihc 
public Jfidj ibcrefore, the Sccdon could rtoE render die u&iul ediic^ibnal service to 
the public us it did in the pajc whan the whole Miueum was open. HrfVi'cVCT, 
jtudenti and viiirofj w*efe given alj facilitio to viiii the Muiciiitl and m Gcnain 
eftw wtiD shown the ej^hibiti which are stored. Some of the meinbcn of 

the Lcgiilative AfsemMy and the Council showed a keen interest in the activities of 
the Muietun and they were given every i^edity in nudying the working of the 
Section. 

Several magazines and pnblkation firms have taken adi'aniage of the Museum 
exhibits. The Art Section has been alwiyi ready to render service to those working 
to popubrise Indian air. In keeping with this ideal certain magazioa were 
supplied with photographs, blnckSp etc. lo give publicity lo the ctilcuraj heritage oE 
India, [t ii to be hoped ihar in the ne:ir fururt mafe advantage will be taken of 
the colkction of the Art Section Jdr cultural propaganda. This wtll not only pro¬ 
vide a wide publicity ta the Miucum, but will ako acquaint the general public with 
the achievements of the Indians in am 


A few years back an institution named Art in Ziidujtrry was foiipded with die 
coojxration of the Burma-Shell Oil Company. ITiia instilution aiiru at the sync- 
made callecrion of Indian patterns wldi a view to ifitroducc them in levtile and 
other indastrieSr At the request of the ftegiofial Commirree of An in Kndtistiy^ 
the Trustees agreed ro allow xht mo artists deputed by line Institute to copy dcaigni 
fmm tnir textile and metohwafe collections. So far they have prepared ab:nit Wfl 
designs and they are itill enfiiLnuing their work. The Curator at the request of 
the Society look^ after rheif svork and helped rhcTn with useful siiggesdons, 

Anniher useful educational activity of rhe Section af which oiar^y people took 
advantage was giving correei opinion about the exluLutts broughl to the Museum. 
A large number of Huropean and Indian colleetoTS brought exhibits ro be identified 
and dated. This practice helped several eolketon to avoid buying faked pictures 
ainJ ontlquhics. 

Reswefe—Owing to the abnormal conditions prevailing in rhe City not manv 
people took advantage of the rej-eiirch activities of the Mqseum. The Curator^ 
however* prepared a hook on the Western Indian paintingi which is already in 
the press. He also cortinhured a few papers on historical and art subiPCii to vanoujE 
jeurnah^ It b hoped that with the return of normal times the rmeaich activities 
of the Mtociiin will grow In volimie and more students and research worktn will 
take advantage of the Museum cnllections for rcieareh in the field of Indian art. 

Acquiiiiion.—Since World War II the Section has been able lo acquire 
any pieoe of ourstanding merit. In keeping with the policy of the Mmeum, whkh 
aims at acquhing only first class spectmtiis, the Cufaror had to rej«T many 
teatJe piem and Indian pkturs and other antiquities ns they did not come up 
to The mark. ^

In Bundelkhand; the monolithic column at Eaanagar dedicated by HcIIckIdic, the 
ambassador of Antialkidai of Taxi la, in honour of Vasudeva- 

Rc-Anungement—The Prehistoric CaDcry was fe-artanged and iit addirioii to 
numerous expLamtory taheU^ the following explanatory notes were dbplayed: (l) 
The Prehistoric periods in India. (2) A chronolo^caj table of Geali^ca] peiiodf 
and Prtt^toric cultures of Irtdia. (3) Early man, dealing with the dSerem types 
of men living in the Fldstocenc period. Also, photographs showing Man's Family 
Tr«* skulls and imagirury pictures of Falaeosthropic and Neoawhropic men, lypica! 
Neolithic nclks of ^rope and EgypL ^od froo Age bomb of Scmih India were 
dtsplaycd. 

Educfldou it Rtwreh.—The Curst^r gave a Radio talk in the School 
Broadcast Serm on "The Archacoldgico] Secttoii of the Prince of Wales Museum" 
He also contributed out article on **Tlic Antiquarian Rcmaim of Buriumpur^* in 
Gujarati lo the S^Kcial id Number of the la^al weekly pafv “Veni” aisd anotho' 
on “The Indus VaUcy Culture*' to the "Marg/ 
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The Assistant Curator published an article on '*Thc Golden Age of Indian 
Art’* in the Indian Review, and edited a Copper Plate Grant of Dadda HI for the 
Epigraphia Indica. He also guided Mr. Q. Karunaratne, the Ceylon Gavernment 
Scholar, in Prehistory and General Archaeology. 

Acquisitions*—A Copper Plate Grant of Dadda III, 23 Parvanahs in Persian 
of the later Mughal period and 8 gold coins including four Ramcankas were pur¬ 
chased. Besides, 2 I ado Parthian silver coins were presented by the Punjab Govern¬ 
ment, 7 Mughal silver coins by the Government of the Central Provinces, and 59 
coins of the Sultans of Gujarat by the Director of .Archaeology of the Baroda State. 

Ninety four volumes were added to the Library of "the Section of which 7 were 
presented and 87 purchased. List of books, coins etc,, acquired and the negatives 
added are appended as Appendices A to C. 

Numismatics.—Coins brought by Sir Eric Conran Smithj^hy the A,D,C. of 
the Sachin State and by a Calcutta dealer were examined and returned. Dr. V. S. 
Agrawala, Curator, Central Asian Antiquities Museum, New Delhi, was helped 
in examining the Mughal coins in the collection of Vicaji Taraporevalla. 

Cleaning and Preservation,—The Chemical Assistant was mainly occupied witli 
the cleaning and joining together of the Prehistoric antiquities. Besides, he con¬ 
tinued to clean the coins in the Museum CabmeL 

London Exhibition of the Royal Academy of Arts,—Three members of the 
British Committee of the Exhibition of Indian Art visited the Museum, as arranged 
by the Royal Academy of Arts, London, to make a hnal selection out of the anti¬ 
quities selected by Mr, N. C. Mehta on behalf of the India Committee. The Curator 
attended to them. 

Loan of Exhibits.—Some antiquities were sent out on loan to the Archa:ological 
Department of the Government of India for the Inter-Asian .\rt Exhibition at 
New Delhi, 

Visitora.—A batch of foreign scientists, including Prof. E. N. Pavbvsky of 
Russia and Drs. Riddle and Shapley of America, visited the Galleries of the 
Section,

Finances.—The funds for the maintenance and operation of the Natural His¬ 
tory Section were provided from a grant of Rs. 38,602|- received from the Govern¬ 
ment of Bombay, the Bombay Natural History Society making the additional contri¬ 
bution required under the terms of the agreement

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Research Collections.—The work of the staff was mainly directed to the con¬ 
servation and the proper classification and cataloguing of the various reference 
collections. 

Types and rare, and valuable specimens from the research collections stored at 
the Imperial Forest Research Institute, Dchra Dun, for safe keeping during the 
war, were brought back during the year. The thanks of the Trustees arc due to 
the Director and staff of the Institute for taking care of these collections. 

Mammals.—Among the more notable additions made in this department were 
three specimens of Ratufa indica dealbata, collected by Messrs. Salim Ali, C. 
McCann, Jr., and Joseph Gabriel. This pale race of the Giant Squirrel from the 
Surat Dangs was previously represented in the collection by a single specimen 
collecetd by Mr. KT C. Wroughton, some 40 years ago. A Flying Squirrel Petau- 
rista philippensis collected by Mr. Salim Ali in Travancorc during, his recent survey 
was also added to the colfection. A number of speamens were sent in for identi¬ 
fication and report. 

Birds.—^Valuable additions were made to the collection as a result of two ex- 
^oiiions. The first of these was a survey carried out in Assam by Mr. Salim Ali 
in co-operation with the Smithsonian Institute, Washington, which was productive 
of a number of interesting specimens. In February 1947, Mr. Salim Ali carried out a 
brief survey in Travancore in which he was assisted by Mr. Gabriel of the bird 
department. The purjxjse was to supplement the date and material acquired during 
the previous survey. Our thanks arc due to the Government of Travancore for 
a grant made by them towards the cost of the expedition and for the assistance 
given to the party: also to Mr. W. T. Lokc of Singapore who was largely respon¬ 
sible for financing Mr. Salim Ali s Assam trip. 

Twenty-six skins of various birds collected in Imphal, Manipur and ten skins 
collected in Assam, were presented by Jamadar Karbun Singh and Major F. N. Betts. 

Besides the above several minor additions were made to our Reference collection 
by various members of the Bombay Natural History Society. 

Identification and cataloguing of birds collected in Gujarat during the survey 
October 1946 to April 1946, was taken up during the year. 

Reptiles.—31 lizards and 124 snakes in all were added to the collections, during 
the year, a majority of which w'crc contributions from Mr. Hutton of Madura, 
Mr. W. A. Hewitt and Mr. C. G. Webb-Peploe. 

The reptile collections stored during the war in the light-well of the Museum 
were transferred to the Society’s Rooms at 114, Apollo Street, where they arc less 
exposed to intense light and heat. 

Fishes.—21 fish in all contributed by Major Macdonald and Mr. Hewitt, were 
added to the collections. 

Invertebrates.—Cataloguing of the Insect Collection (Lepidoptcra) was con¬ 
tinued during the year. Plans arc under preparation for the new Invertebrate 
Gallery. The work on this gallery was held up during the war. The presentation 
and arrangement of the exhibits will follow the lines adopted in other galleries 
and will be directed to illustrate the structure and classification of the various 
phyla of Invertebrates; while a scries of small and large groups will illustrate habits 
and other aspects of Invertebrate life. 

Assistance to Public Institutions.—Various enquiries regarding snakes, insect 
pests of crops and stored products, were received from individuals and institutions, 
such as Medical Colleges, Hospitals, Dispensaries, .Agricultural and Veterinary 
Colleges, and were dealt with during the year. 
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Assistance to Museums.—The Assistant in charge of the Zoological Department, 
Madras Museum, the Curator of the Trivandrum Museum, and the Assistant 
Curator of the Baroda Museum were given facilities during the year for studying 
Museum technique and methods of presentation of exhibits in the galleries of the 
Natural History Section. The Curator of the Trivandrum Museum was given 
assistance in the preparation of a scheme for the proposed new Natural History 
Museum for Travancorc State. Mr. Prater, at the request of the Government of 
Travancore had visited the State in the previous year and submitted plans and 
proposab for the Museum which had since received the approval of Government. 

Public Galleries.—Work on the Public Galleries was limited mainly to the care 
and renovation of the exhibits. As indicated previously, plans were prepared for 
the new Invertebrate Gallery and work on the preparation of exhibits commenced 
in March 1947. 

GeneraL—The Section continues to be as popular as ever, as is evidenced by the 
large number of daily vbitors chief among whom arc school children and college 
students usually accompanied by their teachers and lecturers, respectively. Assistance 
to such parties is given whenever needed, either by previous appointment or on 
request on the spot 

A unique feature of the year was the visit to the Museum, of various scientbls 
from foreign countries who had come to India for the Science Congress. Among 
thm were Dr. E. N. Pavalovsky, Director of the Zoological Institute, Academy of 
Science, Leningrad, U.S.S.R., Professor Munro Fox, Bedford College, London, and 
Dr. Harvey of Washington. They expressed praise and appreciation of the high 
standard attained in the Natural History Galleries. 

Staff.—Mr. Charles McCann resigned hb appointment as Assistant Curator with 
effect from the 1st January 1947. He was appointed Assistant Curator of the Natural 
Hbtory Section of the Prince of Wales Museum in July 1922 and for nearly 25 years 
liad rendered inestimable service to the Museum. In a resolution dated 20th 
November 1946, the Sub-Committee of the Natural Hbtory Section recorded their 
regret in accepting Mr. McCann’s resignation and unanimously endorsed the terms 
of the resolution passed by the Executive Committee of the Bombay Natural History 
Society expressing recognition and appreciation of Mr. McCann’s services. Apart 
from the very-valuable contributions Mr. .McCann made to the scientific pro¬ 
gress of Indian Botany and 2^oology, hb high skill in the mounting and preparadoo 
of exhibits and his assiduous care of the collccdons had contributed substandally to 
the high standard attained by the Natural Hbtory Section. The Trustees offer Mr. 
McCann theb good wbhes in whatever work he undertakes in the future. 

Mr. V. K. Chari was appointed Assistant Curator in November 1946. 

The untimely death of Mr. H. N. Wandrekar in December 1946, deprived the 
Museum of the services of a talented artbt and modeller, whose work b perpe- 
tuated in the fine series of models and casts of fishes and reptiles, prepared and 
painted by him and exhibited in the galleries of the Museum. Mr. Ram P. Subhedar 
was appointed to fill the vacancy, with effect from he 2nd January 1947. 

Publications—^The Book of Indian Animab, by Mr. S. H. Prater b still in 
the press and b expected to be published shortly. 

A valuable paper on the hemipenb of reptiles by Mr. C. McCann was publbhed 
in the Society s Journal. It sheds considerable light on a litde studied subject.
